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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as to Applicant's arguments, Examiner would point 
out that such arguments are arguments against the references individually, where one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Specifically, as to Applicant's arguments in lines 7-15 on 
p. 1 0 and line 1 9 on p. 1 0 to line 5 on p. 11 of Remarks, Examiner would point out that laminated sterilization wrap is known to be 
hydrophobic and Hassenboehler further indicates that the nonwoven webs of man-made fibers lack properties such as wicking and liquid 
absorption and retention (see Col. 4 lines 39-49) unless specifically treated or composed (see Col. 5 lines 9-21), and thus, Davis' trayliner 
provides more moisture absorption than a sheet of sterilization material that is nonwoven and/or laminated. 

As to Applicant's argument in lines 16-18 on page 10 of Remarks, Examiner would point out that Davis' moisture absorbing material is used 
with a sheet of sterilization material (40) as shown in Figure 2. 

As to Applicant's argument in lines 6-20 on page 11 of Remarks, Examiner would point out that disclosure of more than one embodiment 
does not teach away from use of any one of the disclosed embodiment specifically (see MPEP 2145 (X)(D)(1)). 

As to Applicant's argument in lines 21-23, Examiner would point out that the combined teaching would naturally produce an article wherein 
the absorbent material/sheet is thicker than the sterilization material/sheet and since one function of Davis' trayliner in Figure 2 is to protect 
the sterilization wrap material from tearing by the tray corners, a thicker absorbent material would be preferred to protect the sheet of 
sterilization material as thickness would provide a stronger absorbent material or would be more difficult for the tray corners to breach 
through. 
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
